III spite of pxoHisaB frm tbe Florida Stato S^xovwat CaamiBtim to co- 
operate with the Board no legal means has been discovered which will permit 
financing capital improvements by sale of revenue certificates. It has not been 
possible to borrow money from the Internal Improvement Fund Trustees nor get 
apppopinatlona f^ tlii jKopoao of fffimBlUg park djoveloiMBBt. 

The 1951 legislative appropriation for State Parks was a great disappoint- 
ment and co^pled with rising costs the handicap placed upon the Service has been 
Birma. ^Qw f«gialature appropriated cMily $330,000 for t3ie 1951-53 blannitia 
plus $UO,000«y c^tingent upon donation of Killeam Ctotrdena to the State, for 
the operation and maintenance of this property. It appropriated $65,000 (special; 
for Highlands Hammock and $U0, 000 (special) for Manatee Springs. The net results 
are a gain of $100,000 la appropriation to neat a $1^^,000 greater financial ob- 
ligstion. 

Hie State Road Board budgeted $5l8,5UO. for State Park road paving and 
$5^f0Q0. for access roads but only a small amount of these funds were actually 
oipeaiad dnr^ fiscal yaar endii^ ^met 30, 19?1. lm^mm of fidad Board 
funds, budgeted for parks, has been r^fiaated for the next yaar and ve have every 
reaacm to believe the State Road Boajrd MUX cooperate.

It aixM Iwgiimiag of a potesfelftU^ «daiirarfiil eootTlbiiteloii to 
youth of Florida, and every effort will be made to insplz^ tHese outdoor groups 
on to even finer programs , both In number of campers served and the program Of 
activities of their respective groups, during the 19>I-^£ season.

The activities of the archaeological section of the Florida FarK Service 
during the fiscal year were more varied than usual, vltb, however, sgnt deCTvaae 
In field work occaaioaed by limitations in the M^SBt| ftU. of the laybor funde 
available being in the revolving fund, frooi tbe feeding flacal year. 

All labor funds were ej^nded on Amelia Island in July and August. The 
piasfr list of gemnnfllmt Oldtom, dmied by the Florida Wmtk ServlM, vt» p&rtiall 

excavated, and portions of the outlines of Fort San Carlos vere recorded. In 
addition an archaeological survey of the island was undertaken in which over kO 
sites were discovered. The only other field work of the year, carried out 
vitbottt ItfMT, mi tlie testing ot m bad2^ deamgN! ^ortsl anmd at Bmmmam and 
two test pits at the ifl|^ort«lt Crystal River site in Citrus County. These latti 
excavations have helped elarlf^ tbe archaeological situation of tbe central. Qui; 
coast* 

Emphasis was placed IjMs year on the compilation of historic references to 
certain State Park areas as a necessary preliminary to interpretive planning. 
Amelia Island, Fort George Island, Yellow Bluff, the Addlaon Blockhouse, Olustee 
antd Dade vere areas particularly stressed. Preliminary planning for interpreta- 
tion, was undertaken for Oliutee, BulotTf Nidira Bielial NQHodj Bide, mod Fdrt San 
Carlos (Fernandina) . In some of these cases texts and plans for markers were 
campleted, in others the work is still in progress. An archaeological exhibit 
was installed at Florida Caverns State Park. 

Laboratory work Included the preservation of iron specimens from various 
historic sitae previously excavated, and tbe processing of materials obtained In 

the present years work. 

The largest publication of the year, written by staff members of the 
Florida Park Service and published by tbe University of Florida Press, was the 
book Here They Once Stood, a Joint historical -archaeological study of the 
Spaniib ttleilons of tlie gillifteeleie region. Only slightly less significant 
vere tbe articles on tbe Lake Jackson, Safety Eaiiy^i .imd John's Island sltee* 
Seven shorter articles were also published, as were several book reviews. CCHi- 
pleted manuscripts awaiting publication include the definitive studies on Msdlra 
Bickel Mound, the Addison Bloddtouse, and Amelia Island.
